Higher Pay for Councilmen Is 
Recommended at April 13 Election 


Increase in the pay of city councilmen to $50 
a month is recommended to thé voters when 
they ballot in the bi-annual city election April 
13. The present $20 a month scale was fixex' 
30 years ago. 

Of course, the remuneration is merely a 
token. In this case, it can be considered a 
token from the general public to the. officials 
who give of their time, who try to do the best 
they can—and frequently displease the people. 

Generally speaking, Uplanders are very 
kind to their city officials, but always there are 
those individuals who are offérided and who 
are the victims of council decisions. Fre- 
quently the officials hear unkind words about 
themselves. Of course, most councilmen are 
able to accept the results and are unmoved by 
the criticism. 

Nevertheless, a public official in a small 
community is frequently on the firing line since 
he is so very close to his constituents. The 
increase in pay, therefore, might be consider- 
ed an expression of appreciation from the 
general public. 

May we emphasize the present council- 
men and the incumbent candidates are not, 
themselves, asking for the raise. The coun- 
cilman whose term is expiring and who is not 
a candidate for election, took the lead in get- 
ting the question on the April 13 ballot. There 
is nothing personal, therefore, as far as the 
officials are concerned in having the question 
presented to the general public for decision. 

It is merely an opportunity for the voters 
to decide. A majority of the ballots will re- 
sult in a change. We recommend the higher 
pay for the councilmen. 


Campaign To Fight Cancer Needs 
Individual Support — and Money 


Among local residents during the next 12 
months there will be 24 new cases of cancer 
and 17 local people will die because of the 
disease. 

At least that is the forecast of Dr. Truman 
T. Ackerson in a recent speech at a local ser- 
vice club meeting. He based his figures on 
the national average, on the records of the tre- 
mendoiig toll taken by cancer. Among every 
500 people, there is annually at least one new 
case of.cancer, Dr. Ackerson reported in cit- 
ing authorities. 

April.1 is the start of the annual campaign 
for the American Cancer society, The Ameri- 
can Cancer society is far out in front in attack- 
ing this deadly disease. Through a vast pro- 
gram of education and gesearch, the society is 
bringing to the forefront the vital importance 
for every citizen to be alert to symptoms of the 
disease. 

The society is helping doctors speed the 
work of finding carcer’s cause and cure. 

It is helping people—all of us—to know the 
signs of cancer soon enough to take action 
against it. 

Individuals can protect themselves and oth- 
ers by knowing what to look for in detecting 
cancer and by having regular examinations. 

The only “wonder drug” that can save 
many lives of apparently healthy Americans 
is “speed’”—meaning early detection. A study 
in Vermont revealed the number of patients 
found with early—and_ controllable—cancer 
has nearly tripled in the last 10 years. A 
Mayo clinic survey indicated that women are 
discovering cancers earlier, in legs dangérous 
stages. An insurance company study report- 
ed an 11 per cent decline in cancér death rate 
among women policy holders in a 10-year 
period. 

Early detection is a game that two must 
play. The patient must report promptly signs 
or symptoms of disease. 

‘eat strides have been made in the fight 
on cancer and some day the disease will be 
conquered. A sudden light of discovery will 
bless some research laboratory. Meanwhile, 
the American Cancer society is saving lives 
that can be saved and alleviating the suffer- 
ing of victims who are beyond Saving. 

During this month, thé society is conduct- 
ing a campaign of education—and solicitation. 

Mrs. W. L. Scheu is general chairman of 
the campaign in the Chaffey district. Funds 
are needed to help further the great cause of 
education and research.

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Parly Affiliation On Ballot Is 
New Feature of 1954 Elections 


“Cross Filing’ by candidates for state of- 
fices is very common, but for the first time in 
tmhany years, the candidates own party will be 
indicated on the ballot. 

For example, Goodwin Knight, the Repub- 
lican governor of California, will be a candi- 
date in the June primaries on the tickets of both 
major parties. Under his name on each ballot 
will be listed his party affiliation. . 

This new feature was approved by the vot- 
ers on the November, 1952, ballot as proposi- 
tion No. 7. 

What effect party identification will have on 
the outcome of the June elections is an impon- 
derable question. About the only predictable 
effect of the new law is that it might well estab- 
lish whether in the past Californians have voted 
for candidates regardless of party or have just 
not been aware of party affiliations in many 
cases. 

We doubt if the party designation will have 
little, if any, effect on the outcome. Most voters 
are usually well enough informed to know 
something about the candidates. If party af- 
filiation means anything the voters will know 
to which party their favorite belongs. 

In any event, it is a new feature that will 
probably have no meaning in the final out- 
come. 


Inflammatory Danger 


Those who fan the flames of economic 
doubt are performing a disservice to the. 
country. 

Treasury Secretary Humphrey, who has the 
facts about spotty unemployment, says it is a 
“rolling readjustment” in which the temporary 
effects of transition from defense to peacetime 
econbmy are being felt in first one industry or 
community, then in another. 

“So long as the public keeps on buying, 
and I think they will.” the secretary adds, “we 
will work out of this readjustment in a com- 
paratively short time.“ 

President Eisenhower calls for a “steady 
and unshakable attitude of public confidence.” 
American industry promptly expresses its con- 
fidence by preparing to spend billions of dol- 
lars—General Motors alone more than a bil- 
lion—in expansion programs. 

Surely no one can be so naive as to be- 
lieve that the nation can move from wartime 
economy to a peacetime economy following 
the Korean war without some adjustments. 
Unemployment was greater just prior to the 
Korean war than today. Much hullabaloo 
has been raised about the number of unem- 
ployed in California. 

Meanwhile, rearsome and exaggerated ru- 
mors are being fanned—by whom and for 
what purpose? House Speaker Martin says 
“left-wing egg heads are trying to promote 
us into hard times—to lead us into:Socialism.” 

Unemployment is too serious a matter in 
any event to become a political football. Loss 
of a job is no joke. Some politicians seem to 
be taking satisfaction out of unemployment 
increase in the hope they can say, “I told you 


so.

James Musatti, general manager California 
state chamber of commerce, in predicting tre- 
mendous changes in American life, calls for 
a@ steady hand and hard work in meeting the 
problems ahead.
